A reduction of 
ten 
cents 
was 
made in the city tax levy for 
1918 
by the city council last night, 
the 
rate for next year being established 
at $1.05 on each $100 
of taxables. 
Because of the excellent 
financial 
condition of the 
city, 
the council 
was able to reduce the general fund 
levy 16 cents 
and 
increased 
the 
bonded indebtedness levy six cents, 
making 
a reduction 
of ten cents 
in the total levy over last year. 
Eighty cents was levied for the 
general fund; 
nineteen cents 
for 
bonded indebtedness 
and six cents 
for library purposes. 
The poll tax 
vfas established at $1; dogs are to 
be taxed at the usual rates of $1 
for males and $2 for females. 
It was generally believed that the 
council might 
make s o me reduction 
in the tax rate 
bpt a drop of ten 
cents was no* thought possible and 
because it was made in the face of 
the increased cost of government, it 
caused all the more surprise. 
The appropriation budget for 
the 
year 1918 carries a total of $54,- 
033.50, the estimated expenses 
of 
the city for the year.

ances passed under suspension 
of 
rules.

City Has $27,396.72 
In The Bank And All 
Its Debts Cancelled 


Here’s the reason the council 
was able to reduce the city tax 
levy ten cents for 1918; After 
paying all outstanding claims 
against 
the 
city, 
including 
$10,000 for water meter refunds 
the city had a total of $27,- 
396.72 in bank on the first day 
of August. This sum of money, 
probably the largest the city 
has had on hands in the past 
twenty years, was contained in 
the various funds as follows: 
Street oiling fund, $44.25; sew­ 
er fund, $709.86; 
street im­ 
provement fund, $376.37; water 
and light, $5,805.58, and gener­ 
al fund, $20,460.66. 
These figures are cited to 
show 
the 
excellent 
financial 
condition of 
the city. 
With 
$27,396.72 on hands it now ap­ 
pears that the December set­ 
tlement, netting the city almost 
$15,000 will be clear profit and 
as a result the reduction could 
be easily made. 
The city does not owe one 
penny, except for outstanding 
claims, which is quite a contrast 
to the condition \fhen the pres­ 
ent administration came into 
power. Four years ago the city 
was burdened with indebted­ 
ness and had borrowed from 
the banks' at six per cent inter­ 
est all the 
money th at could 
possibly be obtained. 
In three 
and one-half years the present 
council has wiped out this in­ 
debtedness and „has accumulat­ 
ed over $27,000. 
In thig time, 
the city has swept the streets 
regularly, made other necessary 
repairs, paid its share towards 
building 
three 
sections 
of 
streets, built many sidewalks, 
and besides refunded $10,000 
for water meters. 
The city was never better sit­ 
uated financially than now and 
it is most gratifying to the 
members of the council. As one 
member put it hist night: 
“I 
always contended that the city 
could be operated successfully 
from a financial standpoint if 
handled in the right way and I 
am pleased to see my prediction 
come true.”

Committee has been 
organized at 
Berne, Switzerland, under the sup­ 
ervision of Ellis L. Dresel of the Am­ 
erican legation. 
Mr. Dresel swerved 
from the outbreak of the 
war in 
1914 up to our breaking off diplo­ 
matic relations as an attache of the 
American embassy at Berlin, where 
his duties included relief work for 
men of the Entente nationalities in 
German prison camps. 
Today only 
about 
one hundred 
American prisoners are held in Ger­ 
many. 
Most of these are civilians 
taken off 
American 
merchantmen 
that have been sunk by Teuton sub­ 
marines. 
More recent arrivals in 
the prison camps had served as gun 
crews, since the arming of our mer­ 
chant ships. 
Speedy provision for their relief 
and those who may be taken pris­ 
oner is necessitated by the German 
policy of giving their prisoners of 
war food inadequate 
to keep men 
in good health. 
The extremely high 
death rate among Russian, Serbian 
and Roumanian prisoners in Ger­ 
many and Austria (30% in the case 
of the Roumanians) has been large­ 
ly due to the inability of Russia and 
the Balkan states to organize the 
rationing of prisoners of their na­ 
tionalities from their home countries. 
A recent cable dispatch from P ar­ 
is tells of a French soldier just back 
from a German prison camp and in 
theNlst stage of tuberculosis. 
This 
soldier was one of a battalion of a 
thousand young and healthy 
men 
eaptured in a body, early in the war. 
More than fifty per cent of the num­ 
ber are now dead, or have been re­ 
turned 
to France, via Switzerland, 
as incurables. 
Malnurition, no less than unsani­ 
tary conditions, produces these re­ 
sult.'-.

Swede Returns From Six Weeks 
Work With Distressing Tale of 
Conditions 


LURED THERE BY AN AGENT 


Was Promised Ten Marks A Day- 
All Laborers Are Underfed in 
Munition Plants 


( By United Pres«.) 
Stockholm, Aug. 3 (By M ail)—A 
Swede has just returned from six 
wedks work in a German munition 
factory at Torgan with a most dis­ 
tressing tale of the condition of the 
workers 
there 
including 
some 
Frenvh, Belgian and Russian pris­ 
oners forced to labor in the shops. 
The Swede was lured into Ger­ 
many by a German named Biltzing, 
who has been recruiting 
labor in 
Sweden and Denmark for German 
munition factories. 
Biltzing promised the Swede ten 
marks a day, with only two marks 
deducted for board and room and 
railroad fare. 
He accepted and on 
the two-days trip to Torgan, his en­ 
tire food was two sandwiches. 
The meals were unbearable, the 
Swede said. For breakfast they had 
fwo thin slices of bread and imita­ 
tion coffee. 
Mid-day 
dinner con­ 
sisted of sauerkraut and potatoes 
and at supper they had only sauer­ 
kraut, which was mostly water. 
At 
tea-time in the afternoon they had, 
in addition, two more slices of bread, 
without coffee. 
Their 'lodgings were 
in the pit of an 
unused 
theatre, 
where 
thirty-two 
worlkmen 
were 
barracked, in -bunks three tiers high. 
The railroad fare was deducted 
from his first week’s wages and he 
was told it would not be refunded 
or the return ticket paid for unless 
he worked three months. 
He was 
forced to work on Sundays and was 
treated a s brutally as the war pris­ 
oners. 


After six weeks the Swede 
and 
two others pawned their spare cloth­ 
es, escaped by stealth and 
made 
their way ba(4k to Sweden, where 
they are warning their fellow work­ 
ers to accept no German labor offers.

American Red Cross is forwarding 
to Berne stocks of the same food- 
tuffs, as well as cheese, evaporated 
milk, codfish, and 
mixed biscuit. 
Tinned go od s -cannot be sent to pris­ 
oners, for Germany has made

the tin containers as hand grenades. 
Ninety-five per cent of the British 
paf-riages sent 
into Germany, with 
postal card receipts to be mailed 
back by the prisoner, have been duly

Cro-s, also, will enclose postal cards 
as a means of making sure that Am­ 
erican prisoners do actually receive 
the food parcels.

Work on these successive retreat 
zones has now been under way for 
months and little effort is made now 
to conceal either their existence or 
purpose.

“(France is now looking forward,” 
he declared. 
“Frenchmen 
realize 
that the country must have a big 
market immediately after the war 
where they can begin to stock up 
their more or less depleted stores. 
There will be no tendency to trade 
with Germany. 
The French mafiket, 
then to have a large decree, will be 
the United States. 
American manu­ 
facturers, hitherto, have shown no 
great tendency to drum up trade in 
France. They took what came their 
way and let it go at that. 
Now we 
are going to try and interest them. 
“France’s forty million people, 
statistics show, have a purchasing 
power of sixty millions. 
That ar­ 
gument surely ought to appeal to the 
Americans.” 
A bureau to be established in New 
York will systematically distribute 
information and will not only give 
full 
reports on economic conditions 
in France but organize the distri­ 
b u tio n ^ American g'oods.

Here's the reason the council 


was able to reduce the city tax 
levy -ten cents for 1918: After 
paying all outstanding claims 
against 
the 
city, 
including 


$10,000 for water meter refunds 
the city had a total of $27,- 
396.72 in bank on the first day 
of August. This sum of money, 
probably the largest the city 
has had on hands in the .past 
twenty years, was contained in 
the various funds as follows: 
Street oiling fund, $44.25; sew- 
er fund, $709.86; street im- 
provement fund, $376.37; water 
and light, $5,805.58, and gener- 
al fund, $20,460.66. 


These figures are cited to 


show the 
excellent financial 


condition of 
the city. 
With 


$27,396.72 on hands it now ap- 
pears that the December set- 
tlement, netting the city almost 
$15,000 will be clear profit and 
as a result the reduction could 
be easily made. 


The city does not owe one 


penny, except for outstanding 
claims, which is quite a contrast 
to the condition when the pres- 
ent administration came into 
power. Four years ago the .city 
was burdened with indebted- 
ness and had borrowed from 
the banks at six per cent inter- 
est all the money that could 
possibly be obtained. In three 
and one-half years the present 
council has wiped out this in- 
debtedness "andvhas.^accumulat- 
ed^ver $27,000. In .this time, 
the city has swept the streets 
regularly, made other necessary 
repairs, paid its share towards 
building 
three 
sections 
of 


streets, "built many sidewalks, 
and besides refunded $10,000 
for water meters. 


The city was never better sit- 


uated financially than now and 
it is most gratifying to the 
members of the council. As one 
member put it last night: "I 
always contended that the city , 
could be operated successfully 
from a financial standpoint if 
handled in the right way and I 
am pleased to see my prediction 
come true."

1914 up to our breaking off diplo- 
matic relations as an attache of the 
American embassy at Berlin, where 
lis duties included relief work for 
men of the Entente nationalities in 
Jerman prison camps.

In a general <way she has known that 
fish furnish cheap meat, rich in pro- 
tein and fat, but she has never ap- 
preciated the fact that it does not 
take a single pound ^o"f grain to feed 
fish for market. 
Cattle and hogs 


are turned into beef and pork by 
feeding corn or by grazing in fields 
end pastures which might otherwise 
grow corn and wheat, but fish feed 
in the sea pastures and cost us noth- 
ing, exoept the fisherman's pay and 
handling- charges between the fish 
pier and the table.

Paris, Aug. 10(By Mail)—'France 


is preparing in a concrete way to 
switch her pre-war German trade to 
America. 


Under the authorization 
of the 


French government, the largest pub- 
licity and .advertising corporation in 
Europe will try to interest American 
manufacturers in the after-the-war 
market of Fren'ce. One of the heads 
of this organization told the United 
Press that American producers will 
be asked to investigate French mar- 
kets of every description. 


"iFranee is now looking forward," 


he declared. 
"Frenchmen 
realize 


that the country must have a big 
market immediately after the war 
where they -can begin to stock up 
their more or less depleted stores. 
There will be no tendency to trade 
with Germany. The French maHket, 
then to have a large decree, will be 
the United States. American manu- 
facturers, hitherto, have shown no 
great tendency to drum up trade in 
France. They took what came their 
way and let it go at that. Now we 
are going to try and interest them. 


"France's forty million people, 


statistics show, have a purchasinar 
power of sixty millions. 
That ar- 


gument surely ought to appeal to the 
Americans." 


A bureau to be established in Xew 


York will systematically distribute 
information and will not only give 
full reports on economic conditions 
in France but organize the distri- 
bution of American goods.
